egant buildings; and ro whom would belong our wares” 
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The anxiety of Americans with refpe& to the wars and 
peaces of Europe is in itfelf ridiculous: Unfortunately we 
have made it in fome degree ferioufly important, and now 
a battle or a treaty in that quarter of the globe affeéts the 
mind of a citizea of New-York and obiains with him the 
epithet of Important! in the fame manner as if he werea 
London fluck-jobber. A nothern European potentate once 
replied in a file which Americans ought to ufe on fuch 
oceafions : Being informed by a foreign ambaffador, with 
all the pomp of diplomatic formality, that his mafter’s 
forces had gained a confiderable vi€tory. ‘* When a dog 
and a bear fight, (faid he) what is it to me which of them 
bites the other?” 

The commiffioners appointed to hold a treaty with the 
Indian tribes of the 6 Nations, as mentioned in a late pa- 
per, to wit, Gen. Shepherd, of Maflachufetts. Col. w-dt 
worth, of Conneéticut, and Mr. Bayard, of New-York, 
having met the Indians in Council, at the Big Tree, on the 
Genelee river, and effe&ted the objcé& of their commiffion, 
which we learn was the extinguifhment of the Indian title 
to a large tra&t of country within the Maffachuletts pre-em- 
tion, are returning to their refpeétive homes, 


Particulars we have not obtained, — It is faid, the confi- 
deration for which the Indians have relinquifhed their ti- 
tle to the above traét, is 100,000 dollirrs; and that it is 
ftipulated, this money fhall be placed under the dire@ion 
of the United States, and the intereft aanually paid to the 
faid Tribes, 


It appears by the news publifhed, that the Negociations 
at Lifle had been fufpended for twelve days, but refumed 
with vigor, and peace expeéted to refult. 

The fp:sit of mutiny has again appeared in the Britith 
fect, and broken out on board the St. George; but the 
timely and vigorous meafures adopted by the Admiral, 
bad fuppreffed it in embryo. 


Bofion, O&ober a. 
Public curiofity has been for fome time on tip-toe, 
‘waiting in expeation of effential news from Europe, by 
the firft arrivals from thence. The Galen, capt. Mackay, 
has arrived in 36 days from Land’s end.

Auguft 2, :797- 

From Mr. Bayard, American commercial agent in Lon- 
@on : “ After many exertions, and much patient atten- 
dance, at Doftors Commons, andthe Treafury, I have 
at length been able to obtain compenfation from the Bri- 
tith Government, for loffes fuflained, by many of our 
fellow citizens, for the capture and detention of their vef. 
fels, in that clafs of cafes, called cafes of cofts and dama- 
ges. I received the la Saturday, £. 34,443, 8s. 6d. 
fter},”’ 

** Auguft 40, 1797. 

“* Unfortunately for the fufferers, the Martinique cap- 
tures are not yet tried ; we have waited a long time ; they 
are expedited to come on next week, as they were this. 
Tt is not believed, however, thatthe Admiralty, or Lords 
of appeal, will decree a fentence, commenfurate to the 
damage. Next fummer, the commiffioners, we doubt 
not, will compleat what they have fo well begun; about 
80 or go claims have already been fettled, and paid for 
by this government.” 

*§ Auguft 11, 1797. 

“T wrote by the Belvidere, about 10 days fimce, to in- 
form you, that the monies awarded in feveral cafes, had 
been paid by this government. I have fince authorifed 
the individuals to draw on me here for their reipeétive fums.
